New School Code.

At the Iast session of the legisiature a
new school code, drafted by s commine
slon, was tinslly passed by both branch-
#s, but it had been S0 changed and
amended and contained so maoy objwet-
jonable festures that Governor Stuart felt
compelled to veto it.  The same commis-
sion, thugh scting now without author-
ity, has drafied a new code which it Is be-
lieved will be accapiable (o the friends of
edacation in all parts of the state.

The new code makes exhwustive pro-
vision for all fentures of the school sys.
tem, among the most sigoificant being
the careful sttention that 18 pald to the
sanitary condition of the school houses
and the strickness of the application of
the compulsory attendance lsws, Many
of the ohjectionable fealures in the oode
a8 wdopled by the st logislature have
besn eliminated,

Under the provisions of the proposed
new code the state Is to be divided Into
four classos of school distriots, The first
¢lnss I 1o contaln a population of 500,000
or more; the second class not more thao
GOO000 nor less than 80,000; the third
class not more than 30,000 nor less than
5,000; sud the fonrth class under 6,00,

Lo districts of the first elass the sohiool
directtrs are to be appointed by the
Judges of the courts of common pleas. In
the second, third sud fourth classes the
directors are to be slected by the people
of the entire school disirict, one edch
Yoar for a term of live yeurs,

A st bosrd of education will be
crented by the now code. 1t will have
supervision of the aducational life and
facilitios of all sections, Oneof s msin
functions will be o equalize the edaca-
tional advantages of sach weotion, so that
the children in s remote rursl section
will have the best possible means to Kot a
oommon sehool educdtion.

The ssoitary and moral environment of
the chilldren in all parts of the state will
bo looked after by this board, Tt will
have arbitrary power to closs down sy
Hohiool which It deems 1o be unfit in a
sanitary way. The board Is to ba com-
posed of six members appointed by the
Rovaruor for a term of six years,

The new code will require that plans
for school bulldings provide safety,
banlth, frosh air and comfort Lo the pu-
pils. A aystem of rural inspection is
provided, The smallest country sohionl
will bave the same sttention that the
large city wehools are given, dehoo)
houses and grounds nro to be nsed a8 ra-
creatlon centers sud ws places of public
nasamblages for proper purposss to bs de-
termined by the board,

IT the new code is mdopted eounty
superintendonts will be slected tﬂ'nr;‘
four years by a couvention of the school
directors of the county, They are to he
responsible Lo the state superintendent
of publie instraotion and they are to have
goneral supoervision of all e sohools in
the eountry, with power to recommend
changes (o the school directors,
